General Maximovitch, former govern- 
or general of Warsaw, who has been, 
appointed successor'of General Sak- 
haroff to crush out the peasant up^is- 
irg, has been to issue the following 
order to the Cossacks under his com- 
mand: 


"Do not use the knout nn malcon- 


tents, but shoot wherever you meet 
with the slightest opposition. 
Show 


the rebel dogs you are not economical 
with cartridges. The more political 
malcontents you kill the higher will 
be the czar's estimate of your ser- 
vices. Take care that your actions 
. create^ a^aod-Jmpxession oruthe^gov^ 


ernment.'" 


The order is bound to result in 


awful slaughter, as the peasuts 
have been goaded into a fury by the 
notice to the Cossacks. 
There are 


50,000 armed peasants in Mariuo- 
viteh's district, and there is no doubt 
they will defend themselves. The le- 


frightful secrets as did the 
French 


bastile. A few prisoners 
were re- 


leased in accordance with the amnesty 
proclaimed by the Czar, but those who 
were allowed to go were mostly men 
who bad spent at least fifteen years 
in the fortress and who now, broken 
in health and spirit, are no 
longer 


capable of being dangerous conspira- 
tors.

Reforms of the Municipal Code. 


The greater portion of the time of 


the conference of fifty mayors and 
mayors-elect held in Cleveland at the 
invitation of Mayor Johnson of that 
city'was taken up in a discussion of 
the municipal code, which was passed 
In spite of protests from all over the 
state, and was .made to embody the 
ideas of Boss 
Cox as to municipal 


government. 
The code was opposed 


by the Democrats in the legislature, 
by the entire Democratic press of the 
state, by the people generally and by 
the students of municipal 
govern- 


ment who 'hoped to see Ohio start 
right in taking up a reform necessi- 
tated by the condition of a municipal 
law owing to court decisions. At the 
municipal elections following the en- 
actment of the code the appeal was 
made to the voters of most of the 
cities to elect Hepublicahs to office in 
order to place the inauguration of the 
code in the 
hands 
of its friends. 


Events, however, show that the op- 
ponents of the code were justified in 
theirv opposition, for the measure as 
a governing instrument has proved 
unsatisfactory, has been prolific in 
scandalous abuses, and has increased

without adequate return. Now nearly

The divorce case of Mrs. Arabella 


Tight of Granville, against Dr. Wil- 
liam G. Tight, formerly a member of 
the faculty of Denison university, 
Granville, now president of the Uni- 
versity of New Mexico, at Albu- 
querque,, was heard before Probate 
Judge W. A. Irvine Friday evening. 
The court found that the defendant 
had been wilfully absent from 
the 


plaintiff for three years, and that he 
had been guiky of gross neglect of 
duty. He decreed that the marriage 
relations existing between the plain- 
tiff and the defendant be set aside 
and annulled. It was ordered that 
the custody, education and care of the 
children, Dexter J. Tight, aged 15 
years; Minnie G. Tight, aged 13, and 
Harriet A. Tight, aged 8, be given to 
Mrs. Tight. The defendant was en- 
joined from interfering with or dis- 
turbing the plaintiff in the custody, 
education and care of the 
children 


until the further order of the court, 
but the order of injunction is not to 
deprive the defendant from the right 
to visit the children at 
reasonable 


times and places, which he is permit- 
ted to do. 
It was further ordered that the de- 


fendant pay to Mrs. Tight monthly on 
or before the 10th of each month, be- 
ginning December 10, the sum of $65, 
until the son, Dexter, arrives at the 
age of majority; that if Dexter dies 
before that time then after his death 
and until the daughter, Minnie G., 
arrives at the age of'majority, the de- 
fendant is ordered to pay the plain- 
tiff monthly $50; that after the ma- 
jority of Dexter or in case he should 
die before the majority of Minnie, 
then after the majority of Minnie or 
on her death before her majority, he 
is ordered to pay monthly the sum of 
$3o until the majority or at her death 
if she dies before th'e majority of her 
daughter, Harriet A., and after the 
majority or decease df all the chil- 
dren he is ordered to pay the plain- 
tiff during her life or until her mar- 
riage monthly, the sum of $30. The 
re-marriage of the plaintiff 
before 


any of all of the children become of 
age, shall not result in'any deduction 
from the above-figures, hut in that 
event the alimony |hall' entirely cease 
When the children all become of age 
•r die before, they become of. age. 


It is ordered by the court that in 


case any df the above sums 
remain 


unpaid for twenty days after they be- 
come-payable that an execution issue 
threfore against the defendant m fa- 
vor of .the plaintiff. It is also ordered 
that the defendant pay the costs of 
this suit and in default of the pay- 
ment thereof monthly twenty days 
from this date that execution issue 
therefor.

NO CHANGE IN THE SITUATION

St. Petersburg, Thursday, Dec. 7.— 


Intelligence from Harbin, Manchuria, 
states that rebellious troops there 
killed many Russian officers and that 
reserve officers are not permitted to 
return home. 


It is reported that General Maxi- 


movitch, • former governor general of 
Warsaw, will succeed the late Lieu- 
tenant General Sakharofc as the spe- 
cial representative of the emperor in 
the province of Saratoff. 


The "union of all the Russian peo- 


ple," which has lately been formed of 
all the 
reactionary 
organizations, 


which participated in the landlords' 
congress at Moscow, is displaying 
reat activity in founding branches to 
resist the revolution, ana arming its 
members to fight the strikers. In St. 
Petersburg 3,000 persons have been 
enrolled, and the city has been divid- 
ed into districts, each under a leader. 
The result is sure to be street fight- 
ing in the event of a general strike. 
The union has drawn up an addres-3 
:o the emperor in favor of the main- 
tenance of the autocracy, and implor- 
ing his majesty to grant only -consul- 
tive functions to the national assem- 
bly and not to take the great step of 
abdicating the autocratic power. 


In many regions of Russia the local 


authorities are practically unable any 
longer to protect the estates, both 
owing to

insufficiency of the 


troops and the temper of the soldiers. 
The military commanders have se- 
cretly notified the landlords that it is

"NEW IDEA IN EDUCATION. 


John W. lttir«reH»i and 111* 


JDutU-N in Gcriuuny. 


It is a unique dKtin< turn that has 


come to Professor John W. Burgess of 
Columbia university, New York. Pro- 
fessor Burgees Is known as au authori- 
ty on history, political science and in- 
ternational law and for ihe past fifteen 
years has been dean of the faculty of 
political science of Columbia universi- 
ty. Uhe plan of the German emperor 
to have an exchange of professorships 
between German, and American insti- 
tutions has resulted in the establish- 
ment of the Theodore Koosevelt pro- 
fessorship of American history and in- 
stitutions in the University of Berlin. 
James Spcyer, the New York banker, 
gave $50,000 for the endowment of the 
professorship, which at his request was 
named iu honor of the present chief 
magistrate of the United States. Its 
incumbent is appointed by the Prussian 
ministry of education upon the nomina- 
tion of Columbia university, and the 
idea is that one professor should hold 
the chair for one year and another for 
the next, etc., so that different phases 
of American history and different as- 
pects of American institutions may be 
brought in succession before the stu- 
dents of the University of Berlin. The 
German government will in return es-

tabiish at Columbia university a pro- 
fessorship of German history and in- 
stitutions. 


Professor Burgess was the unani- 


mous choice of tbe Columbia authori- 
ties as the first incumbent of the Theo- 
dore Eoosevelt professorship. He was 
born, in Giles county, Tenn., in 1844, 
and his parentage represented both 
north and south, Massachusetts and 
Virginia. 
The civil war broke out 


while he was at-(j!umberland universi- 
ty, Lebanon, Tenn., and that institu- 
tion was closed in consequence of the 
Federal occupation of the state. Young 
Borgess therefore matriculated at Am- 
herst college, from which he graduated 
in 1867, aftei*wa.Ed spending two years 
in the study of* law at Springfield, 
Mass. Though he was admitted to the 
bar, he $i.d not practice long, as pro- 
fessorship's in international law and 
political economy were offered him, 
and lie has served in such chairs at 
Knox -college and Ainherst as yell as 
at Columbia. He is trie author of sev- 
eral books. This is not the first visit 
of the professor to Germany, as he 
spent two years in study there about 
thirty years ago.

An "intelligent animals' competition" 


IIUH been held In I'urN by u Hociely 
whose members believe lli;it dumb an- 
imals have reasoning faculties. They 
believe that animals, while udinK me- 
chiuileally in Bonic eases and iiistiiio 
tlvely in others, arc also capable of 
forming associations of idea'*, which 
one philosophical school holds to be th,» 
foundations of reason. In the late con- 
test trained "learned" animals were 
not rewarded. 
The judges consider

do not thus show real intelligence. 
Dozens of dogs which went through 
rille drill, cats which jumped through 
hoops and fowls which danced the pol- 
ka were sent up to the show, but, uuich 
to the .surprise of their owners, took uo 
prize-:. The silver gilt fir«l rai'dal went 
to u Jap.iiHso dog, which gave a difler- 
eut bark and made a different gesture 
to express various wants—for instance, 
putting its paw up to its jaws with a 
peculiar yapping when it was hungry. 
It thus showed undoubtel cupadty for 
forming associations of ideas. The sil- 
ver second medal was bestowed joint- 
ly on a doir. a cat and a hen, which 
played absolutely like children with 
their mistress. 
She had a. game of 


football with them in the presence of 
the judges, and the animals enjoyed it 
thoroughly, whereas the idea of play 
and make believe is often supposed to 
be peculiarly human. 


Gambling Hi» Safeguard. 


Arthur Train, assistant district at- 


torney, has written for the American 
Illustrated Magazine the story of "Five 
Hundred and Twenty Per Cent'' Miller 
and the Franklin syndicate from inside 
information. lie .says:
